ing to the United States. 


New York, Dec. 27. — A report on 


Japanese conditions in the Hawaiian 
slands will be made to the president 


Frank H. Sargent, commissioner of 


mmigration and naturalisation, as a 
result of his recent visit to the isl- 
ands. Commissioner Sargent express- 
ed the opinion that there are fewer 
Japanese in the Hawaiian Islands now 
than there were two years ago, a 
greater number having come to Amer- 
ica in that period than arrived in Ha- 
waii. Miki Saito, the Japanese con- 
sul general at Honolulu, intimated to 
Mr. Sargent that the Japanese gov- 
ernment discouraged its people from 
coming Jo the United States because 
of its knowledge of the conditions ex- 
isting in this country, and it was ap- 
prehensive lest the coming here ^ 
great numbers of Japanese might in 
duce a prejudice against them that 
would be embarrassing.

the babies of Arabia, especially fof 
those who are of sufficiently high ran* 
to be brought up according to all tin 
ancient customs of their race. A royat 
baby's first toilet there consists in 
winding a bandage about its body, alt- 
er it has been carefully bathed and 
perfumed. 
If the child be a girl, on the seventh 


day after her birth, holes, usually six 
in "number, are pricked in her ears, 
and when she is two months old heavy 
gold rings are attached to them, to be 
worn throughout her lifetime, «xcept 
during periods of mourning for rela- 
tives. On the fortieth day the baby's 
head is shaved, and the disposal of the 
hair is regarded as a very weighty 
matter. It must not be burned or care- 
lessly thrown away, but buried, thrown 
into the sea or hidden away. 


The fortieth Cay marks a turning

MOVING IX TEXAS. 


Peonage Charges—Maniac Ran 
tin1

maniac ran the switch yards at Cava- 
naugh, Ind., a junction point near 
Hammond, where the Lake Shore 
tracks cross those at the Elgin, Joliet 
ft Eastern railroad.

the common people has fallen there

it implies. The comparison is not 


so fantastic as might be supposed, de- 
clare ,those who are pressing the 
charges of extortion against the official 
who has been indicted by the grand 
jury on five1 counts.

Nero was a poetaster. No well con- 


ditioned .historian has denied that fact. 
He.;Was suspected also of being a vio- 
linist, or at least a fiddler. Schmitz 
was the leader of an orchestra, and a 
very good one, it is said. The royal 
degenerate composed odes which .his

ntotrels of poetic elegance. 
Schmitz 


did not descend to that depth of in- 
famy, but' he wore wavy Grecian 
whiskers and courted the favor of the 
vox populi. 


Again, as the sermonizer says, Rome 


had a conflagration which was almost 
annihilating, and there is a tradition 
that 'while it was hottest Nero kept 
on reciting verses of his own composi- 
tion and that at the very moment when 
tKe" Circus Maximus collapsed he ac- 
tually . fiddled. Perhaps there was 
some shadow of excuse for the em- 
peror. 
Sated with the blood of the 


martyrs, he felt the need of a new sen- 
sation. 


After a period of rapine and extor- 


tion that makes mighty lively reading 
of several pages in history the imperial 
degenerate grew so weary of the whole 
business that he—he, too, one might 
almost say—turned his sovereign back 
ugon the scene of his extremely bad 
conduct,

San Francisco also had an epoch 


making fire. 'No one holds Mayor 
Schmitz responsible for that or for the 
earthquake which preceded it.

This was a 
matter .in which the entire nation was 
interested. 
Popular indignation be- 


came so strong that an investigation 
was ordered, and President Roosevelt 
declared^.that it must be exhaustive. 


That the revelations promise to be as- 
tounding, involving some of those who 
were prominent in distributing money 
and supplies to the dazed and home- 
less population of the stricken city, 
does not enter into the present dis- 
cussion. 


The specific charges against Schmitz 


and Ruef allege a deliberate stand and

Hf vias elected to the 
mayoralty v. !ti:oi;t the aid of either of 
the great r-arty organizations, being 
the candidate of the Union Labor tiar- 


ty. When he was nominated first, In 
1901, 
he did not seem, to have the 


ghost of a show. The political know 
it alls of both the great parties never 
considered his candidacy from a seri- 
ous standpoint, and he was the subject 
of more campaign pleasantry than is 
usual. 
Yet -he was successful by an 


overwhelming plurality. He is of hum- 
ble origin, his father having been a 
poor street musician, a member of an 
itinerant German band, and his mother 
air Irish house servant. 


So it was that the mayor came nat- 


urally by. his musical ability. He rose 
from the most unpiomising beginning 
to ba musical director at one of the 
leading theaters of San Francisco. At 
the time of his nomination he was 
president of the Musicians' union, and 
he is still at the head of that organiza- 
tion. It is not true, however, that he 
went straight from his fiddle to the 
•mayor's chair. 
He had long been a 


man of affairs on the coast and had 
accumulated considerable property. He 
was an excellent speaker and had 
achieved a good reputation as an ora- 
tor in labor circles. It was perfectly 
natural that when it was decided to 
run an independent candidate the la- 
bor forces should have fixed upon him 
as their leader.

Abraham Ruef, holding no office what- 
ever, but believed popularly to be the 
real ruler of San Francisco. He it was 
who organized the party which has 
kept Schmitz in office and who has dic- 
tated appointments, fulminated vetoes, 
composed messages and performed all 
sorts of executive acts.

has looked on him as the boss, and he | 
has manifested little disposition to i 
deny the fact. 


Having secured control of the execu- 


tive power, Ruef proceeded to realize 
from his successful speculation. He is 
one of the keenest lawyers in the coun- 
try, and it WAS mere child's play for 
him to transform the executive de- 
partment of the Golden Gate City Into 
a machine would would yield him a 
certain and continuous profit.
